WASHINGTON, Februnry !»3.—In the 


course of the debate brought up hy 
Heed'« motion to release all representa- 
tives under arrest, liland denounced the 
New York delegation in heated words. 
He was called to order several times by 
Coom!-E of Xcvr York amid a general 
uproar, island's speech %yas sensational 
in its criticism of the disorder which ! 
prevailed yesterday. He declared the ' 
men who were obstructing legislation 
and defying the house were anarchists 
anil revolutionists. They were worse 
than a criminal who would throw a 
bomb from the galleries. There were 
hisses at this which grow louder and 
culminated in cries of "shame." He 
proceeded with the frequent characteri- 
zation of members who obstructed legis- 
lation as anarchists and'revolutionists. 
The sneaker frequently called him to 
'order and he wns finally compelled to 


tnke hie seat and then proceed in order. 
He was frequently applauded in liia 
milder criticisms, but silence followed 
the moro violent, utterances. The aisles 
of the bouse were choked with members 
while be was speaking and the galleries 
wort crowded. Finally on motion of 
Bland the order of arrest was vacated 
and all under arrest were discharged. 
The vote on Miami's motion to close the 
debate at 5 o'clock tomorrow resulted 
170 to 7. No quorum. Jiluml moved a 
call of the house and Tracy moved to 
adjourn.

A. B. Butler of Fresno is repre- 
senting the raisin growers at the capital 
and in all probability is receiving about 
the fame encouragement that the wine 
men are. It is to be hoped that our rep- 
resentatives will bo able in some way to 
convince the free traders of the folly ol 
reducing the revenue in instances at 
least where no material benefit can.pou-

Nearly nil the com mission packers 


ami the co-operative packers joined the 
association, and us a condition on which 
they ret'eiveil the raisins agreed not to 
sell for less than that figure. 


According ^to the testimony of the 


prominent packers, who by their .state- 
ments nnd influence dominated and iu a 
measure controlled the executive com- 
mittee of the growers' association, thev 
all kept faith till about the first of Dec- 
ember, 1892, at which diite several hun- 
dred cars were dumped on tin; eastern 
market, and sold at what would net the 
grower 1 cent n pound, and all agree- 
ments with the packer were treated after 
tlist date us a dead letter. 


The packer had made advances lo 


the grower and in his turn the eastern 
broker had made advances to the packer 
and neither the grower nor the packer 
was able to control the price ; in other 
words the eastern 
broker 
was thi' 


aster of llie situation. 
This shows conclusively that no com* 


p;u't of any kind between growers and 
packer? can !>e relied upon to maintain 
price?, for the reason that commission 
packers and co-operative packers alike 
have not siillicient capital to hold the 
jKcowl half of the pack until consump- 
tion creates a second demand. 


The only remedy, in my judgment, is 


the formation of one neutral corporation 
uf which every growr sUal! l» a mem- 
ber, which corporation shall control the 
eutir« pack of tlie San Joaquin valley, 
lix ihe prices, and superintend the mar- 
keting. This will never be effected by 
the mere consent and undertaking of 
the commission packer, who will, in 
rivalry with hit- competitor, be led in 
tlie future as in the past, under finan- 
cial pressure, to disregard his obligation. 


To accomplish this end the grower 


himself, in making any contract with 
the packer, must insist that the agree- 
ment shall provide that the packer's 
functions shall cense when he lias packed 
llie raisins and that tlie packer shall 
then turn over nnd deliver the raisins 
eo pneked to the central association to 
he sold and accounted for direct to the 
owner, the packer to receive his packing 
chargL'H from the central association, 
and the needy grower 
t<» receive fnnn

grower, not only in the honesty of tlie 
ilirectors of the'central association, but 
in the wisdom of their plans.

That we must cut 
looNe from the commission packer and 
get money from other sources for har- 
vesting our crops, is a question upon 
which we are a unit, 1 believe. Under 
what plan of co-operation we can best 
attain the desired results, is t-j be decid- 
ed on Saturday. 


Itscemelonie that a strong county 


association under the Adams plan is tlie 
most feasible, and the most likely to 
give general satisfaction. I, for one, am 
willing to put my crop into the bauds of 
any eleven directors who are growers, 
who have no interest in the commission 
business, and no sympathy with a sys- 
tem that has brought the raisin industry 
to tho verge of ruin. 


An Expositor reporter tells us Hint a 


member uf the firm of J. 1C. Armsby & 
Co. says no union formed by growers 
am be a success. Doubtless the wish is 
father lo the tln'juirlil, for in that event 
these "raisin kings," ;IK he facetiously 
or obsequiously styles them, might no 
longer be able to do the state, as he 
boasts they are now doing in a "coach 
and four,"" a la Carnegie. He also save 
they are the largest cum tuition dealers 
in the United States. 'I don't know this 
to be true, but I do know from personal 
interviews with many leading grocers in 
tlie west and south, that they are pio- 
neer price cutters under that "bond of 
honor" compact thrust upon us by tlie 
commission brotherhood. 


In the fall" and winter of '!l2 and '03 


these "raisin kings" returned to Fresno- 
growers, through a local commission 
house, from 2 to ',\l.i cents net for tiieir 
raisins, while mine were sold in the 
same market ut the game time at prices 
that netted me-l'-j cents through for all 
grades—^ net gain over their best llgurew 
of $1fi per ton on the selling price alone, 
to suy nothing of the enormous protit 
made on stemming ami packing, at 
$7.50 per ton and 40 rents per box. I 
paid one broker, their customers mid 
three. 


^ other day I beard a packer who 


consigns to Una linn boasting that they 
had a larger bank account than any 
other firm in this city, although I know 
when they started three years ago he 
had no capital except cheek nnd a stock 
of seeming honcatv, meekness ami hu- 
mility that would have made Uriah 
Heap turn green with envy.

It Wuulrf Svviu to Liu lt«t«ti>eu th* Y«i»r»

Although tlio iuonunionta ami papyri 


give us no direct information upon tho 
subject of tho exodus, they do indirect- 
ly indicate H certain 
poriod within 


which it must have taken plaeo. Thoth- 
mes 111, who was tho most powerful 
kiag of that dynasty (tho eighteenth) 
which finally drove tho Hyksos iuvnd- 
iTsout of Kgypt and reunited lliowhole. 
comilry under one scepter, extended bis 
conquests as far as Mesopotamia, over- 
limuing Palestine on his way. 
Ho If ft 


lists of tlm conquered nations, but do-:s 
nut mention tho Israelites among tbei:i. 
Uamcses 11 of thu ninetc.entb dynasty. 
Ilie supposed oppressor, who reigned 
;ilnlit 
L'OD years later, also subdued 


t';ile.stine and left lists of the conquered 
peoples, but bo, again, does not men- 
tion the Israelites itinong them. 


What is perhaps still moro impor- 


tant is that, while tho Israelites have 
left records of invasions bv Mesopota- 
mians. Moabites.Canaauitcs', Midianitcs 
and Philistines, they do not mention 
aay invasion by tho Egyptians, and tho 
conclusion is that tho Israelites wore 
nut settled on tho west side of tho Jor- 
dan till after tho wais waged by Ram- 
cscs H at tho commencement of bis 
reign, which began not earlier than 
|:1SH li. U., or, as some now say, 12UG 
K. {.'. 


It has been attempted to explain this 


dilliculty away by suggesting that Rani- 
(*,>s II kept ulosu to the seat-oast on his 
march through Palestine and did not 
Sirike inland till ho was SOUK; distance 
tn the north of the Israelites, but it is 
inconceivable, that bo-should not have 
wciircd his long linoof communications 
by establishing posts so far inland that 
they must have been brought into con- 
tact with tho Jielirows if the Inttcr hail 
at that timo been settled in llieir own 
country. 


The earliest date, therefore, at which 


tho Egyptian history will permit the 
exodua to huvo taken place, even when 
full allowance is mado for tlio time 
spent by the Jows in tho wilderneffi and 
in conquering Palestine, would seem to 
be about 14«0 B. C., while, if thoshortcr 
chronology bo adopted, it could not 
have been much earlier than 1I!00 D.

There ia nothing so imlcspcnsablc fcr 


n little one na a perfectly comfort- 
able coat which permits free uae of the 
arms and feet and affords ample protec- 
tion. The "Lanrcns" possesses these 
requisites, and in addition is picturesque 
in effect. It is a good model for any 
season of tlio year; it may be made in 
heavy or light weight cloths, serge, 
cashmere, pongee, China silk, linen or 
pique, and braid or ribbon velvet would 
be appropriate for trimming, according 
to the goods used. The rune and cuffs 
would be very effective made of velvet, 
or a fall of lace might be need instead of 
the cape. 


Half of the pattern is given in nine 


pieces: Front and buck of yoke, skirt, 
collar, rape and four pieces of 
the 


sleeve. The skirt is to he gathered at 
the top. 
The taijie is to be laid in a 


box-plait on each shoulder, according to 
the holes. The puff for the alo.eve is to 
be gathered at the top, between the 
holes, and at the bottom, and the lower 
edge is to be placed to the row of holes 
across the sleeve. 


Gut the pieces of the yoke length- 


wise, placing the back edge of the. back 
piece to a lengthwise fold of the goods. 
Out the skirt lengthwise; the cape, with 
the front edges lengthwise; the sleeves, 
so that the parts below the elbows will 
be bias; and the sleeve puff, either 
lengthwise or bias. Before cnltting the 
goods be careful to read "Directions for 
Cutting" printed on the envelope. 


Tho sixe for four years will require 


four and a quarter yards of goods 
twenty-four inches wide. The size for 
six years will require four and a half 
yards of goods twenty-four inches wide.
